(REF B) WHICH IN TURN WERE GENERALLY ENDORSED BY DEPT (REF A9?. 
WHERE CHANGES HAVE BEEN MADE, REASONS FOR DOING SO HAVE BEEN 
INDICATED. 

2. MULTI-REGIONAL PROJECT NOMINATIONS. NOMINATIONS HAVE 
ALREADY BEEN SUBMITTED IN ALL OF FOLLOWING CASES. FIRST TWO 
WERE PROJECTS CONTAINED IN COUNTRY PLAN. LATTER TWO ARE IN 
EFFECT TARGETS OF OPPORTUNITY-MULTI-REGIONAL PROJECTS WHICH 
APPEARED PARTICULARLY SUITED TO NEEDS OF AND KEY INDIVIDUALS

THAT TIME HIS HELPFULNESS TO EMBASSY; HIS DIVERSIFIED TALENT, 
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INCLUDING PERIODIC SERVICE AS ACTING FOREIGN MINISTER; AND 
HIS SOMEWHAT UNIQUE STATUS HERE AS HARD WORKING, CONSCIENTIOUS 
GOVERNMENT OFFICIAL. WE CONTINUE TO BELIEVE HE WOULD BE 
EXCELLENT CHOICE.

PROJECT IN FY 75. HE WAS UNABLEACCEPT, BUT EXPRESSED STRONG 
HOPE THAT HE MIGHT RECEIVE ANOTHER INVITIATION IN FUTURE.) 

JUMA'A AL -MAJID-KEY DUBAI MERCHANT, LISTED AS 
AN ALTERNATE FOR IV GRANT IN FY 75. 

4. EMBASKP BELIEVES POINT REF A RE ABSENCE OF CANDIDATE 
FROM MINISTRY OF EDUCATION IN PROPOSALS CONTAINED REF B 
WAS WELL TAKEN, BUT WE WISH DEFER FINAL DECISION ON POSSIBLE 
NOMINATION IN THIS AREA UNTIL SUCH TIME AS CURRENT NEGOTIATIONS 
FOR ESTABLISHMENT BY USIS OF ENGLISH LANGUAGE CENTER IN ABU 
DHABI HAVE REACHED CONCULSION. IF THEY SUCCESSFUL. WE 

WILL PROBABLY WISH KEY NOMINATION TO THAT PROJECT. ON OTHER 
HAND, IF PROJECT FALLS THROUGH, WE MAY WISH LOOK ELSEWHERE. 

5. ACTION REQUESTED: THAT DEPARTMENT INDICATE AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE APPROVAL OF ABOVE NOMINATIONS SO THAT WE MAY 
APPROACH CANDIDATES AND SEEK ESTABLISH THEIR AVAILABILITY. 
GIVEN SUFFICIENT LEAD TIME WE WOULD HOPE FOR HIGHER PERCENTAGE 
OF ACCEPTANCES THAN WAS POSSIBLE IN TIGHT FRAMWORK IN WHICH 
WE ALL PERFORCE OPERATED IN FY 75. 
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
